“1 Rave Heard Thy Prayer; Behold, 1 
Will Real Thee"-—The Fig Poultice 
for a Boil-The Old Whale Story.

At the Tabernacle today the Rev..T. 
DeWitt Talmage, D.D., read and ex- 
pounded a chapter about the multipli- 
cation of loaves and fishes. The open- 
ing hymn was: 

“The morning light is breaking, : 
The darkness disappears.

~ fext was: “I have heard thy prayer; 
behold, I will heal thee. And Isaiah 
said: ‘Take a lump of figs.” And they 
took and laid it on the boil, and he re- 
covered.”’ Kings, xx, 5-7.

brainless and’ invalid. ‘The sec- 
ond crop of grass is aimost 
always short. Royal blood is gen- 
erally scrofulous. You will not- be 
surprised then to hear that King Ileze- 
kiah had disorders which broke out in, 
a carbuncle, virulent and deathful. 
The Lord told him he must die; he did 
not want to die. He turned his face to 
the wall, so that his prayer would not 
be interrupted,and cried to God for 
his lite. God heard the prayer, and 
answered it, saying:. ‘‘Behold, 1 will 
heal thee.’ But there was human in- 
.» gtrumentality to be employed. ., Dhis 
earbuncle- needed a ‘“‘caiaplasm.”’ 
That is atough word we use to show 
how much we know. If in the pulpit 
we always used the words the people 
understood, we never should have any 
reputation for learniag. Well, this 
carbuncle needed a cataplasm, which 
isa poultice. Your old mother, who 
doctored her own children in the time 
when physicians were not so plenty as 
they are now, will tell you that the 
very best peultice is a fig, and that was 
what was used upon the carbuncle of 
‘King Hezekiah. The powerof God, 
accompanied by this human instru- 
mentalitv, cured the King. 

Iu this age of discovery, when men 
know so much it almost kills them, and 
write so wisely it almost kills us, it has 
been found out that prayer to God isa 
dead faflure. All things are arranged 
according to inexorable law. ‘There is 
no use in praying to God for rain in 
time of drouth. The ‘weather proba- 
bilities’ the morning papers will 
decide the question, rain or no rain, 
and the whole Nation in praver before 
God would not 
drop. I am not now speakingof an 
imaginary theory, but of that wich is 
believed by ten thousand times ten 
thousand men. 

If sickness comes to your household 
it will depend entirely upon ventila- 
tion, good diet and the skill of the doc- 
tors,as to whether your child gets 
well. The father might pray all day, 
and the mother might pray all night— 
it would not have anv effect upon the 

case. If squills, belladonna, pare- 
goric and gruel do the work, your child 
will get well; if not, not. Thereis a 
cast-iron God seated at the head. of the 
universe, holding in the cold grasp of 
His metal fingers a band of law which 
nothing can break away. 

Men and women of God, at this 
point the great battle of Christianity is 
to be fought. The great toe of Chris- 
_tianity teday is rationalism, that 
comes out trom our‘schools and uni- 
versities, and Magazines and newspa- 
pers, to scoff at bible truth and carica- 
ture the oid religion of Jesus. it says 
Jesus is not God, for it is impossible 
to explain how he can be divine and 
human at the same time. The 
Bible is not inspired, for there 
are things in it that they 
don’t, like. Regeneration is a farce; 
there is good enough in us, and the 

. Only thing is to bring it out. Develop- 
mentis the word—development. The 
Garden of Eden is a fairy story, and 
no more to be believed. than the 
Arabian Nights, or Gulliver's Travels, 
cr Robinson Crusoe. We all started 
as baboons,-and are blood relatives to 
that monkey squirming about on the’ 
top of that hand-organ. Lazarus was 
not dead when Christ pretended to 
raise him; he was only playing dead. 
The water was not changed into wine 
at the wedding. but Christ brought in 
some wine that he had found else- 
whereto make up the deficiency. Christ 
did not walk on the sea, but on the 
shore, so near that it seemed as if he 
really were on the water.“ 

What is still more alarming is that 
Christian men dare not meet this ridi- 
cule. There is not one Christian man 
in five that can, unblanched, stand in 
the presence of ali this raillery, say- 
Ing: “I believe m the whole Bible, and 
In every single statement that it 
makes."’ Christian men try to soften 
the Bible down to suit the skepties. 
The skeptics sneer at the dividing of 
the Red Sea: and the Christian goes to 
explaining that the wind bleW a hurri- 
cane from one, direction a good while, 
until all the water piled up, and besides 
that it was low water anyhow, and so 
the Israelites went through without 
any trouble. Why not be frank and 
Say: “i believe the Lord God Almighty 
came to the brink of the Red sea, 
and with His right arm swung 
back the billows on the right side, and 
with his left arm swung back the bil- 
lows on the left side, and the abashed 
water stood up hundreds of feet high, 
while through their glassy wall the sea- 
monsters gazed with affrighted eyes on 
the passing Israelites?’ The rational- 
ist comes to you saying: “How about 
Jonah and the whale? Do you really 
believe that fish story?’ There were 
_hever so many Naniucket fishermen 
after one whale as there have been 

_ frahonalists flinging harpoons at the 
Mediterranean sea-monster, and from 
that one whale they have got enough 
Oil to light ten thousand souls to per- 
dition. A skeptic tells you that Jonah 


would have been killed ‘in the process | 


of swallowing, and that he could not, 
anyhow, have lived three days in sach 
close quarters. but would have been 
smothered by the poor ventilation. How 
the good Christians immediately go to 
work and try to explain the whole 
thing by natural laws, so as to please 
the rationalists. and say that a whale 
i$ an air-breathing tish; that every little 
while it comes to the surface. and.that 
the whale that swallowed Jonah did 
the same thing, and thus got a 
for itseif and forthe prophet. Why 
not rather say that God can do anv- 
thing; and He could take Jonah through 
the whale’s throat, although the throat 
would not have been half large enough 
ordinarily to let him pass, and couig 
have kept him alive in the whale five 
years without any air, if He had chosen 
to? Who made the whale? God.

Ah! my friends, have we been mis- 
taken? Does God hear and answer 
prayer, or does he not? WNezekiah was 
sick unto death; he prayed for his life; 
God heard him, and added 15 years to 
that lifetime. The prayer saved him, 
the lump of figs applied being merely 
the God-appointed human instrumen- 
tality.. *‘But,’’ says some one, “I don’t 
believe the. Bible.”’ Ah! then we will 
have t6 part company for four or five 
minutes, for it is useless to try to argue 
with any man with whom you cannot 
stand upon common ground. In an 
argument, if you would be successful, 
there must be some common data to 
start from. It is foolish to try to prove 
to a man that twice three are six, pro- 
vided he does not admit the multiplica- 
tion table, or that two and twoare four, 
.if he does not. admit the addition table,. 


those who do believe in the bible. I 
/wantto tell you that prayer is the 
mightiest of all remedies, and that the 
alopathic and homeopathic, and the 
eclectic schools will yet acknowledge it. 
Here are two cases of sickness precisely 
alike; the same kind of medicine is 
given to both of them, and in the satne 
quantities. The one patient recovers, 
and the other does not. Why? God 
biesses the one remedy, and does not 
bless the other. Prayer has helped 
many a blundering doctor through with 
a case that would have otherwise have 
become completely unmanageable. 
‘There is such a thing as gospel 
‘hygiene, as Christian pharmacy, 
gs divine materia medica. ‘That 
is a foolish man who, in case of sick- 
ness, goes only ‘to human_resources, 
when we have these: instances of the 
Lord’s belp in the sickroom. Before 
you call the doctor, while he is there, 
und after he goes away, look up to 
him who cured Hezekiah. Let the 
apothecary send the poultice, but God 
makes it draw. Oh! I am glad to have. 
a doctor who knows how to pray. God 
send salvation to all doctors! Sickness 
would be oftener balked, death would: 
be oftener huried back from the door- 
sill, if medical men came into the sick- 
room, like Isaiah of the text, with a 
prescription in their hands and the 
word of the Lord in their mouths. 

John Abercrombie, the most cele- 
brated physician of Scotland, prayed 
when he went into the sickroom, :and 
he wrote no more ably about ‘tdisease 
of the brain’? than about -philoso- 
phy of the moral feelings.’”’ I don't 
know how much of the medical suc- 
cess of Sydenham, and Cooper, and 
Hlarvey, and Rush, depended upen the 
fact that they knew-how to pray as 
well as to prescribe. I don’t want a 
physician who sees no God in human 
anatomy to doctor my broken bones. 
If God made us (and I think he did), 
aud if the Bible is true (and Iam 
rather disposed to think it is), then it 
is not strange that praver does traverse 
natural cause; ave, that it introduces 
anew cause. When God made the 
law, he did not make it so strong he 
could not break it. If God made our 
bodies, when they are broken he is 
the one to mend them; and it is reason- 
able that we should call him in to do it. 
If my furnace in the cellar breaks 
down, there is no one so competent to 
repair it as the manufacturer. If my 
watch stops, there is no one so compe- 
tent to set it going as the one who 
made it. If the body is disordered, 
call in the Maker of it. It is not all, as 
the physicists tell us, a mattér of venti- 
lation or poisoned air, of cleanliness or 
dirt, of nutritious diet or poor fare. I 
have known people to get well in rooms 
where the windows had been six weeks 
down, tight shut, and I have known 
them to die right under patent venti- 
lators. I have known children sickly 
whoevery day had their bath, and I 
have known children robust, the wash- 
ing of whose faces would make their 
features unrecognizable. 

God did not make the law and then 
run away from it. What is a law of 
Nature? It is only God’s usual way of 
doing things. But He has said that if 
His children ask Him to do a os 
and Ile can consistently do it, He wi

Prayer in certain circumstances is as 
natural to man as the throbbingin the 
ulse, as the respiration of the lungs.

how bad they are—in some imminent 
peril, and they will cry out: 
have mercy on us!’ I challenge that 
these men who don’t believe in prayer 
charter a steamer, go out in the *‘Nar- 
rows,’ swing out eight or nine hundred 
miles at sea, and then heave to and 
wait for a cyclone. And after the 
cyclone comes and the vessel has gone 
under 10 times, when they did ‘not ex- 
pect it would rise again, and the bul- 
warks have been knocked ip, and the 
Masts are gone—if they do not pray, I 
will surrender my theory. Do you tell 
me that this instinct which God has 
phtin us, he put there just to mcck us 
for his own cruel amusement? If God 
implanted that instinct in the human 


| heart, it was because in his own heart 


there was something responsive. 

To prove that God does hear prayer, 
I put on the witness stand Abraham, 
Isaac, Jacob. Ezekiel, Jeremiah, Micah, 
John, Panl, Peter and King Hezekiah.

facts of Christendom to prove. There 
has never paper enough come out of 
the paper-mills to write the story. 
Has not many a mother prayed back 
her bad boy from the ends of the earth 
—from Canton, from Madras, from 
Constantinople—until he knelt beside 
her in the old homestead? Have there 
not been deSperadoes and renegades 
who have looked into the doorof a 
prayer-meeting to laugh and scoff at 
it who have been drawn. by the 
power of prayer, until they ran to the 
altar crying out for mé@rcy? Did. not 
the blacksmith in Lyons, New York, 
‘pray to God until there came a great 
awakening that shook the community. 

In my parish in Philadelphia one 
night at a meeting I asked a young 
man to gointoa room at.the side of 
the church and talk upon the theme of 
religion. He grew violently atigry and 
shook his fists at me. We resolved to 
pray for that young man, and we 
‘prayed that he might yield his soul 
to God. And when next night 
at the meeting the side door 


stepin. Prayer had captured him. I 
had a classmate in ee whose uncle, 
Dr. John Scudder of India, wrote to 
him, saging: *‘I will pray for you every 
day until such a day, and tnen tL will 
give my attention to some other sub- 
ject.”’? The last day of these prayers, 
when they had all gathered up before 
the throrie of God, my classmate sur- 
rendered his soul to Jesus. This isno 
second-hand story. I saw the letter, 
and I knew the young man. 

But why should i go so far? I have 
had inmy own experience, and I have 
had in the history of my own family, 
the evidence that God answers prayer. 
My mother, with three Christian wo- 
men, assembled week after week, and 
prayed for their children; they kept up 
that prayer-meeting of four persons 
year after year. The world knew 
nothing of it. -God answered all those 
prayers. All the group came in; the 
eleven sons and daughters of my 
mother came in, myself the last. 

Sickness came to my household—, 
hopeless sickness, as it seemed to 
many. At 3 o'clock on Saturday after- 
noon the invalid was carried to the 
steamer for Savannah. At 11 o’clock 
the next day, being Sunday, standing 
in this very place, a man of God 
prayed for the recovery of the sick 
one. At that time, 11 o’clock, she, 
who had been prostrated' three 
weeks, with some help walked 
up on deck. The occurrence 
was as near to being miraculous 
as [can imagine. That she was hope- 
lessly sick, people who sat up with her 
night after night, and are here, can 
testify. That the prayer for her re- 
covery waf offered inthis pulpit, thou- 
sands of people could testify.

Rug Destroyers. ‘ 
THE OUTLOOK GOOD FOR A RIDDANCE OF 
THE SCALE. 

Los ANGELES, Dec. 22,.--[To the Editor 
of Tit Times.| We recently had the 
pleasure, in company with Mr. A. Scott 
Chapman, of visiting some of the priacipal 
orange groves in the San Gabriel Valley. 
Those who have never seen this valley, 
especially that portion of it lying at the 
very base of the foothills, have missed 
seeing one of the finest portions of this 
banner county of the State. 

Cosy homes nestle among groves of orange 
trees, interspersed with fine specimens of 
our native.oaks, which lend their beauty to 
the already exceptionally~ beautiful land- 
scape. The day was fine, could scarcely 
have been any finer if it had been made 
expressly for the occasion, reminding one 
of the soft, warm, halcyon days of Indian 
suinmer in the East, when Nature seems to 
be doing her very best to give to her chil-. 
dren the necessary vigor which will enable 
them to withstand the rigors of the ap- 
proaching winter. Here, in this favored 
valley, however, the sequel is quite ciffer- 
ent, and after Dame Nature has infused her 
creatures with the requisite vigor, she kindly 
wards off the inclement winter weather, 
permitting her children to expend this in- 
creased vigor either in the usual pursuit of 
business or of pleasure, according to their 
own inclinations. 

As in the traditional Garden of Eden, the 
advent of the woman and the serpent— 
what a combination !—caused the exciusion 
of mankind from that enchanting place, as 
the advent of the white and red scales— 
pardon the comparison—has threatened to 
cause the exclusion of mankind from this 
modern Eden. Rumors were afloat, how- 
ever, that these pests—the scales, not the 
woman ard serpent—were dying in great 
numbers from some unknewn cause, and it 
was mainly to satisfy ourselves of the na- 
ture of these rumors that the present visit 
was nade. We found that the scales were 
indeed dying in large numbers, but the 
cause thereof was far from being unknown; 
a careful examination of the red scales re- 
vealed the presence of the tell-tale holes in 
their anatomy out of which the minute par- 
asites had made their escape to the outside 
world. The scales which had thus met 
their death at the hands, or rather the 
mouths, of these little parasites were mostly 
femaies, and, what seemea very singular, 
were always located on the upper side of 
the leaves. As if it were not enough for us 
to have discovered these indications of par- 
asitic attacks, it was our good fortune to 
meet Madam Parasite herself, a fussy, 
petite atom ot animated nature scarcely dis- 
cernable with the naked eye, busily en- 
gaged in searching for new victims in 
which to consign her future progeny. 

Evidences of the presence of this little 
but powerful friend of the orange-growers 
were found in three different orange groves 
situated several miles apart, showing that 
already it is quite widely spread over this 
valley; and, although its legitimate victims 
—to which it is heartily welcome—-may for 
a time carry everything wilh a high hand, 
still it is very evident that this parasite, 
whicy is carrying out one of the fundamen- 
tal laws of Nature, will eventually reduce 
their numbers to such a degree that tlrey 
will no longer be able to prevent our orange 
groves from producing their accustomed 
quota of fruits. 

In severai places we found that the white 
scales of all sizes and ages had perished in 
large numbers; and Mr. Chapman, who has 
closely watched the progress of this mor- 
tality, tells me thatit reached its greatest 
heigkt in the month of August, when fully 
three-fourths of the scales succumbed to the 
inevitable. It would appear that this mor- 
tality was due to the enfeebied condition of 
the trees attacked. The fact that the great- 
est mortality occurred during the time 
when the trees were in their stage of partial 
dormancy, when the flow of sap 1s very 
limited, gives additional weight to this 
hypothesis. 
While on the subject of scale diseases 
and parasites, I may state that several 
years ago, Messrs. J. W. Wolfskill and 
Alexander Craw founda pear orchard in 
this city very badly infested with San José 
scales, so badly infested that during the en- 
tire growing season the trees had scarcely 
made any growth; a few years later they 
were much surprised at the changed appear- 
ance of these trees, which had neither been 
sprayed nor fumigated, and upon carefully 
examining the scales they found that a very 
large proportion of them had been perfor- 
ated by parasites. At the present ti 
these trees are remarkably clean an 
healthy, while scarcely a living scale is to 
be found upon them. 

The advent of these scale-destroying 
parasites among us is very opportune, and 
the fact that our National Department of 
Agriculture, through Prof. Riley and his 
agsistants,.is now engaged.in introducing 
other from foreign lands, 
gives us great hopes that in afew years, at 
the farthest, the reign of the ubiquitous 
scale bug will have drawn toa close, and 
our orchards and orange goes, the pride 
and ground work of our delectable State 
wii! again flourish in ail their giory, aso 
yore.

Guide Tenderly the Little Feet—Help 
the Young =nhoulders to Bear Life's 
Burdens—Win the Cunfidence of 
Your Children—Character-vuild- 

ing. 


r-I once went into a studio at Wash- 
ington where a sculptor was at .work 
chiseling a marble statue. Each steady 
stroke was taken with the 
thoughtful care. A false stroke"and 
the beautiful work manship would bé 
marred. From time to time I visited 
the studio. I saw the shapeless mar- 
ble take on form and beauty. <A face 
grew out of it full of power. , The 
rugged lines; the deep-set eyes; 
the tirm yet tender mouth; the 
strong chin; the wwassive  fore- 
head, lined with care, were dis- 
closed, and everyone who looked on it 
knew it to be the face of Abraham 
Lincoln, It was in outline a homely, 
honest face, but the soul that touched 
its features made it beautiful. 

How that sculptor must have studied 
the character of the man to be able 


- with such stroke of his tools to throw 


into that lifeless marble the expression 
which the living face used to wear 
when the burden of the Nation’s need 


was upon him. A perfect understand- 


ing of the character of his subject the 
sculptor must have if he would pro- 
duce the real likeness of the man from 
the shapeless stone. 

But we have in our midst a whole 
race of sculptors, among whom may be 
found thousands who never study the 
work which they are carving. Every 

arent is moulding and chiseling day 

y day the character of bis child. If 
those are false strokes of discipline, 
ignorance of the child’s mental and 
moral traits, can it be hoped that these 
architects and sculptors of character 
willcome out statues of moral loveliness 
and beauty? There are hundreds of 
parents who do not bestow half the at- 
tention to the proper moulding of char- 
acter that the sculptor gives to the 
shaping and perfecting of his stone 
{mage. 

And yet in all the worla there is 
nothing of so much importance as this 
parental character-building. Its re- 
sults reach out into all time—and 
farther, into the endless ages of eternal 
being. Neglect your duty to your 
child, and infinite space is not vast 
enough for you to escape from the 
responsibility of such delinquency. 

One of the most essential things be- 
tween parents and children is a per- 
fectness of understanding and confi- 
dence.

NOTES. 
Cherry Pie.—Take one and a half 
pounds cherries and pick the stalks 
from them; put them, with two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, into a pie dish, with 
a small cup turned upside down in the 
midst of them. Makea half pound ot 
puff paste as follows: Take a half 
pound of flour, dry it and sift it, and 
make it into a paste with a quarter of 
a pint of water. Koll it out to the 
equal thickness of half an inch. Take 
one-quarter pound of butter and 
squeeze all the moisture from it; break 
one ounce of the butter and place on 
the paste; sift some flour over it; rol! 
it out, and put some butter on; repeat 
the roiling and buttering untll all the 
butter is used; lay a border of the 
paste around the edge of the dish; put 
en a cover of the same, and ornament 
the edges; bake ina brisk oven from 
half an hour to forty minutes; strew 
finely-sifted sugar over. 
Beefsieak Dumplings.—Chop fine half 
@ pound of steak, one smali potato 
(pared), one onion and a few sprigs of 
parsley; mix all together with a dash 
of pepper and a saltspoonful of salt. 
Prepare a crust as for apple dumplings; 
cut and roll pieces of crust the size of a 
saucer; put aspoonful of the mixture 
on each piece; fold it over and press the 
edges together like turn-overs. Put 
them in a pan and steam them 40 min- 
utes, or poe them in boiling water 
and boil them steadily for 30 minutes. 
While they are cooking, put a table- 
spoonful of butter in a frying-pan and 
melt it, letting it get brown, but not 
burned. Stir into this two table- 
spoonfuls of dried bread crumbs, 
dump- 
lings when dished. For a sauce, meit 
and brown a tablespoonful of butter, 
add a tablespoonful of flour; mix well, 
and when it froths pour in slowly, stir- 
Ying all the time, half a pint of stock 
or cold water; stir till it boils, when 
add a tablespoonful of celery sauce, a 
dash of pepper, salt to taste and a ta- 
blespoonful of chopped parsley. 
Serve the sauce inaboat. This quan- 
tity made from six to eight dumplings, 
so that Mattie used only half. Of the 
remaining half she made croquettes 
rissoles, or some other entree, or,mixed 
with potatoes, formed them into small 
oval cakes which she fried’ for break- 
fast. The bones, well cracked, and the 
trimmings were used to make stock.—

Strawberry Cream 
very light sponge cake from six eggs, 
and bake it in three jelly-cake tins; 
while it is baking and cooling, cover a 
quarter box of gelatine with a half cup 
of cold water and soak a half hour, 
Whip one pint of cream, and put it in 


_ a tin or granite-pan; stand this pan in 


another containing cracked ice; add to 
the cream a haif-cup of powdered 
sugar,and a teaspoonful of vanillasugar. 
Stir the gelatine over boiling water 
until it dissolves, add. it to fhe cream 
and stir at once, and continue stirring 
until the craam begins to thicken. 
When the cakes are cold put over one 
a thick layer of this cream; then stand 
strawberries evenly all over it; put on 
another layer of the cake; cover.it with 
cream and berries, and so continue, 
having the top layer cream and berries.

THE SAMOAN WAR. 


Several Fights. Between the 
Rival Factions. 


Tamasese’s Fotlowers Defeated by 
King Malietoa’s Men. 


Severe Loises on. Both Sides—The 
Dead Horribly Mutilated. 


Forelgn Consuls Make a Vain Effort to Stop the 
Straggle—Germans Still Backing the Rebel 
King—Natives Desire United States 
Protection. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Francisco, Dec. 25.—| By the Asso- 
‘ciated Press.} The Oceanic steamer Zea- 
landria arrived here late last night from 
Sydney and Auckland via the Samoan 
isiands and Honolulu. The special cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press at 
Opia, Samoa, writes as follows under date 
of December 7th: 

Since the last Oceanic steamer left this 
place for San Francisco, a month ago, two 
battles of importance and numerous 
skirmishes have taken place between the 
forces of Malietua Mataafa and Tamasese, 
the rebel chief and pretended King. About 
120 men have been killed and 150 wounded, 
many of the dead having been barbarously 
mutilated, 

The state of affairs on the island seems 
to be due to the continued action of the 
German Consul, Dr. Knappe, supported by 
the men ot the war-ships Adler and Eber, 
and the German Planting and Grading 
Company. ‘They insist that Tamasese shall 

King, although two-thirds of the 
Samoan people have elected Malietoa 
Mataafa as their choice, while the Germans 
oppose him, knowing that he will not con- 
sent to their rule of the islands. 

By Nevember 6th the town of Apia was 
almost deserted by natives, except such per- 
so as were either too young or tov 
old to gu to the front. Mataafa took up his 

eadquarters at Sanlu, a small v:llage about 


4 six miles from Apia, and situated on the 


Shores of a bay, tue entrance to which is 
about a mile wide. | 
THE REBEL’S STRONG POSITION. 

Tamasese had his ieadquarters in a large 
fort built on top of a hill at the eastern ex- 
tremity of the bay.. This fort, which is 
almost impregnable, is built in three sec- 
tions, the first being made of a well-built 
stockade 12 or 15 feet high, backed by 
baskets made of cocoanut leaves piaited to- 
gether and filled with earth. ‘lwenty or 
30 yards back is the second section, which 


The inner section is a stockade. ‘The ei- 
trance to these sections is just wide enough 
to allow four men to pass abreast. ‘The 
sides of the hill upon which the fort is situ- 
ated are almost precipitous, and have been 
cleared of trees and brush, thus giving those 
within the fort a clear range of the attack- 
ing party. Another rough stockade was 
erected by Tamesess’s men abcut five miles 
back in the bush. 

Mataafa’s men numbered about four 
thousand, while ‘Tamasese’s force was 17090. 
The rebels were stationed in the big fort, 
the brush and in the stockade, while a few 
were located in a number of small villages. 
Mataafa’s soldiers were istributed 
throughout the bush fora distance ot three 
or four miles. 

THE-ATTACK ON TAMASESE. 

On the afternoon of November 6th, the 
Tamasa men belonging to Mataafa’s army 
began an attack on the stockade located in 
the bush. After a sharp fight, the rebels 
were driven out, and retreated up the side 
of a steep mountain, where they hastily 
made a clearing and threw up a stockade. 
The sides of this mountain were so precipi- 
tous that it was barely possible for a man to 
stand erect, but the attacking party climbed 
up the sides, having to pull themselves up 
by shrubs and branches of trees, while the 
rebels fired down upon them. The latter 
were driven: out, however, and compelled 
to make a stand further up the mountains. 


Tamasese’s loss in this fight was two. 
Mataafa lost 


killed and twelve wounded. 
four killed and fifteen wounded.

| MORE GERMAN MEDDLING. 

The German stemer Subeck arrived from 
Sydney November 10th, bringing Dr. 
Knappe, the new German Consul, to relieve 
Becker. A schooner officered by Germans 
continued to make daily trips from Apia to 
Saluafata, carrying ammunition for the use 
of Tamasese’s men. A day or so later asthe 
German man-of-war Adler appeared off the 
harbor, and the German Counsul came 
ashore and demanced that Mataafa comply 
with the instructions in his letter of the 
previous day, ordering him to leave his en- 
campment on account of alleged depreda- 
tions. Mataafa informed the Consul that 
none of his men had committed depreda- 
tions upon German plantations. Mataafa 
said that no one could regret the war more 
than himseli, but he did not intend to stop 
fighting at the present time, when he had 
so far gained the advantage. He added 
that all he desired was that foreign nations 
should not interfere, but would allow the 
Samoans to settle the war themselves, 

MEETING OF THE CONSULS. 

On the 15th a meeting of the three con- 
suis was held, at the request of the German 
Consul, for the purpose of considering what 
steps should be taken to stop the fighting. 
United States Consul Blocklock said he 
would consent to the natives returning to 
their homes, and allow the Government to 
be carried on by the three consuis until 
definite news could be received from their 
respective Governments, 

‘The English Consul thought the oaly 
way to restore peace was to divest Ta- 
masese and Branders of al! powers. 

Consul Kaappe replied that he must con- 
tinue and recognize ‘Tamasese as King, and 
the meeting came to an end, 


proclamation making all british suojects 
amenable to his jurisdiction, and directing 
that all taxes of English subjects be paid to 
him in trust for the Samoan Government, 
whenever it should be properly established. 
This proclamation is regarded here as being 
importart, being: 9 virtual admission that 
there is no Government existing in Samoa, 
although the British Consul had heretofore 
recognized ‘Tamasese as King. 

On November i9th the Monono and 
Savaii men of Mataafa’s army started for 
Saluafata in their canoes, of which there 
were about thirty-eight, in addition to the 
three Samoan men-of-war, the sailing of 
which had delayed the wer for hve or six 
days, and which were, when completed, of 
little use. sturtng the afternoon, the op- 
pomes forces hac a small fight at Saluafata. 

aiaaf=’s men drove the rebels out of two 
forts, which they captured, and killed four 
of their number, 


TAKING THEIR HEADS, 


or, rather, cutting off one ear, to be taken 


before the King, as heads were considered 
inconvenient to carry in traveling. A num- 
ber of other Tamasese men were killed, 
but the Mataafa men could not get their 
heads. The rebels also had many men 
wounded. Mataafa’s loss was four or five 
killed and eight or ten wounded. Nine 
boatioads of man arrived during the. day 
from the Island of Savaii for the purpose of 
joining Tamasese. 

The German gunboat Eber arrived from 
the Marshall Isiands on November 2d, and 
at once began to take in stores. 

After driving ‘Tamasese’s men from the 
forts at Salnafata, Mataafa men had 
foolishly gone up to the coast to have a pig 
feast, instead of following the enemy; and, 
having left the forts, they could not get 
back to the forts, which were on German 
ground. The Tamasese men were soon in 
.possession of the forts again, undisrurbed 
and under protection of the German flag. 

THE BIG FORT ATTACKED. ,

. The Atoa and Aana men did not 
begin to fight at the time directed, having 
been told by some unauthorized native that 
the hour had been postponed. _.About 8 
o’ciock the Tamase:re men, tired of waiting,’ 
began the attack = by the Atoa and 
Aana men, who had meanwhile been or- 
dered to fight at fonce by the King. The 
Mataafa men were received by a most mur- 
derous fire by the Tamasese men in the fort. 
King Mataata, who had-gone into the bush 


{to ascertain why the fight had not com- 


meneed, had started to return to his 
house a few minutes before the at- 
tack commenced. When the heavy 
firing was heard, he hastened to the 
death with his bodyguard for the purpose of 
ordering the Savaii men to support the oth- 
erson land. The Savaii and Monono men 
had meanwhile quietly withdrawn to La- 
toso, two miles distaht, believing* that the 
attack had been postponed. Runners were 
sent out to order them up, and they arrived 
aS soon as possible to the number of about 
one thousand, They were ordered to sup- 
port the Tamasasa, Aloa and Aana men in 
the attack on the third section of the fort. 
{n about half an hour afterward wounded 
men began to come in, assisted by com- 
rades, while dead men were also carried in. 
Gunshot wounds were’ generally of 
the most serious nature, while many 
soldiers were suffering from 
HATCHET AND KNIFE WOUNDS. 

The wounds were temporarily dressed, 
and the injured sent to Apia by boat and 
by land. The fight lasted all day, and 
by night 11 dead men had been brought in, 
and nearly 40 wounded, many of the !atter 
being fatally shot. 

The heaviest part of the fighting was over 
by nightrall, but numerous shots wete fired 
throughout the night. When evening came 
it was found that the Mataafa men were in 
possession of sections 2 and 3 of the big 
tort, while the Tamasese party were still 
in possession of the first or strongest sec- 
tion. The two sections of the fort had 
been taken and retaken five times, and the 
slaughter on both sides had been fearful. 

On November 26th the bodies of the 
Mataata men killed in the forts were 
brought in, it having been found impossi- 
ble to reach them before owing to the posi- 
tion which they occupied, being directly 
within range of Tamasese’s fort. Women 
from both sides finally went out and brougbt 
in their own dead. Mataafs’s loss was 
found to be 55 killed. Of these 36 had been 


beheaded and the heads taken to Tamasese. 


— THE DEAD—HORRIBLE SCENES. 

' As tbe bodies were taken through Lanlu 
on their way to Apia and other places, the 
scene was a most appalling one, the trunks 
looking like the bodies:.ef dwarfs. Five 
high chiefs were among those killed on the 
Mataafa side, three of these being beheaded. 

‘Tamasese lost about 50 men in the battle 
and as many wounded, although it is a 
matter of tilich difficulty to ascertajn the 
exact trith concerning the less to the enemy 
no foreigners but Germans being allowed 
to visit ‘Tamasese’s stronghold. The Ger- 
mans, who are not on speaking terms with 
the Americans and English, persistently 
claim in*every engagement that 'Tainasese’s 
loss is two-thirds smalier than is actually 
the case. At Apia the wounded were cared 
for in the most tender manner. 

Dr. Bendzey Oakley of the Lizard and Dr. 
Eckstein of the Adams and Dr. Deer of the 
Nipsic were constant in their attentions to 
the unfortunote. The wife of Col. Coet- 
toson, the British Consul, was the subject 
of much admiration for her ceaseless eftorts 
to alleviate the condition of the wounded, 
among whom were three women, shot in 
the battle of the 28th, while bearing water, 
ete. Capt. Hamilton and wife also gave 
much valuable assistance. ‘The English 
man-of-war Royalist arrived from the west 
coast of Africa on December 4th, and on 
the following day the Lizard left for Fiji, 
much to the iy of the citizensof Apia. 
The United States steamer Adams leaves 
today for San Francisco under sail. Wur- 
ing the stay of Capt. Leary in Samoa he has 
earned the lasting gratitude of Americans 
by remaining here two months over the 
time on which the three-years’ cruise of the 
Adams expired. 

UNITED STATES PROTECTION WANTED. 

Since the battle of November 28th no 
fighting of any importance has taken place. 
The Mataafa men are waiting for car- 
tridges. King Mataafa and his people are 
particularly strong admirers of Americans 
and their Government. The Samoans are 
especially anxious that the islands should 
either be annexed to the United States or 
that a protectorate be established, even if it 
be only temporarily. 


OUTWILITED THE POLICE, 


Chicago Anarchists Hold Their Sun- 
day Meeting. 

CnicaGco, Dec. 23.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The proposed Anarchist meeting 
this afternoon did not take place. The hall 
which was tobe used is controlled by the 
plasterers’ union, and the renting of it to 
the Arbeiter bund was done without their 
knowledge by the janitor. The union this 
morning sent acommittee to Chief of Po- 
lice Hubbard to arrange’a course of action, 
assuring him that the plasterers had no 
sympathy with Anarchists. Mr. Kraft, 
attorney for the bund, was present, and to 
him Chief Hubbard reiterated his deter- 
mination that the meeting must not be 
held. The plasterers’ committee then re- 
turned tothe hall and notified the janitor 
not toopen it. 

About 2 o’clock forty or fifty members of 
the Arbeiter Bund, under the leadership of 
Albert Currlin, arrived, and demanded to 
know why the hall was not opened. Their 
curiosity was gratified by a lieutentant of 
police who was present. Their attorney 
then advised them to make no further at- 
tempt to hold a meeting, saying that the 
action of the police was just what they had 
been wanting to help out theircause in 
court. ‘They soon dispersed. 

LATER.—This evening it is learned that 
members of the Arbeiter Bund outwitted 
the police after all. When they left the 
vicinity of Plasterers’ Hall in accordance 
with a prearranged plan, they went toa 
quiet saloon on West Randolph street and 


‘held a meeting, perfecting their organiza- 


tion before adjournment. Some member 
proposed the name of Mayor Roche, Chief 
of Police Hubbard and Inspector Bonfield 
as honorary members ef the bund. The 
proposition was unanimously carried, 


A GHASTLY AFFAIR. 


A Young Husband Shoots His Wife 
and Commits Suicide. 

New York, Dec. 23.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] A young salesman named 
Henry D. Schoonmaker shot his young 
wife, some time last night, twice in the 
head and once in the breast, and then 
killed himself instantly with a buliet 
through the brain. Thé two were found 
in their flat in Brooklyn this noon, in bed, 
clasped in each others arms and covered 
with blood. She was still breathing and he 
was dead. Heavas but 23 years old; she 
was a year younger, and they had a 14 
months-old baby boy, who was away from 
the house at the time. _ The wife will prop- 
ably die. Insanity seems the only explana- 
tion of the deed.

A Mississippi River Steamer 
Burned. 


The Escape of Many Passengers Cu 
Off by Flames. 


Fifty Persons Meet Death by Fire o 
“Drowning. 


A Negro Murderer Among the Victims—Many Liw 
Saved by the Courage and Coolnoss of 
the Il!-fated Boat’s OMcers— 
Terrible Scenes,

Mempuis, Dec. 23.—!By the Associated 
Press.| The steamer Kate Adams wags 
burned this morning near Commerce, Miss., 
40 miles south of this city. She was er 
route to Memphis, and had about 290 people 
aboard. The fire, which caught in some 
cotton near the forward end of the boilers, 
was discovered about 8 o’cloek. The par 
sengers were at breakfast, and when the 
alarm was given they all made a rash for 
the forward deck» At this time the 
steamer was about 300 yards from the Mis- 


sissippi side of the river, and her bow war — 


at once headed for the shore. Pilot Jos 
Barton was on watch, and remained hero 
ally at his post until she was safely landed 
Harry Best, second clerk, who was seats 
at the table when the alarm was given, hac 
brought all the ladies and children forwaré 
and assisted them ashore. Capt. Mark, 
Cheek, who was on the hurricane deck, ; 
mained there, giving his commands uytil 
the stage-plank was salely lowered. ‘The 
fire by this time had, spread all through the 
cabin, and he was compelled 
the rear, and climbed over the rails and de- 
scended to the cabin. ? 
Here he found one of the officers who had 
made an effort to save the money and pa- 
pecs of the steamer, which were in the save. 
e seized the money, but nearly lost his 
life in the burning cabin. He was rescue 
by Capt. Cheek, who also assisted seveal 
others in securing life preservers, and when 
it was no longer possible for him to remain 
without being burned, he, too, jumped in:to 
the river 4nd swam ashere. There were 
about twenty-five colored cabin passengers, 
who were saved along with the white piis- 
sengers. On the lower deck, however, a 
feartul panie seized the crew and deck piis- 
sengers. Those who were cut off from es- 
cape from the bow were compelled to jump 
overboard to save their lives. The stern of 
the burning steamer. had swung out ix:to 
the river, and an effort being made to 


launch the yawl, it was capsized by the. 


crowd which filled it, and many occupants 


were drowned. They were mostly colored — 


men, but three or four women were in the 
crowd. 
LIST OF THE LOST. 

The lost, as far as can be learned, are as 
follows: 

George Corbett, third clerk, aged 29, who 
had launched the yawl and was trying to 
save the colored women on the lower dewk. 
He leaves a wife, whoresides in St. Louis., 

Joe Porter, Andrew Keese, Monroe Jacke 
son, Jim Nelson, Senator Coleman and 
Hillyard Horton, of the colored cabin cre w. 

Ih addition, about 15 deck passengérs, 
four of whom were white men, were aiso 
drowned. in this list of unknown there 
were three colored women and two chil- 
They were comirg to Memphis to 
spend the holidays. The whites had been 
working on the levees and their names and 
destinations are unknown. 

The burning steamer drifted away ai’ter 
laying at the bank for 20 minutes and 
floated down the river, her hull sinking at 
the head of Peters Island, four miles bekow 
Commerce, 

The Kate Adams was owned by the Me m- 
phis and Vicksburg Packet Company. he 
was built ih 1582, and cost €102,000. fhe 
was the finest and fastest steamer of her 
type on the river, and her owners this sum- 
mer spent $20,000 in repairing her. ‘Tinis 
would have been the completion of her ‘3ix 
hundred ahd second trip in the Mempiais 
and Arkansas City trade, 

BEFRIENDING THE SURVIVORS. 

All the passengers and crew arrived 
safely at Memphis this afternoon ait 6 
o’clock, having taken the Louisville, New 
Orleans and Texas train at Robinsonvil le, 
which station is eight miles distant in tthe 
interior from where the disaster occurred. 
The citizens of Commerce rendered the 
passengers and crew every assistance in 
reaching Kobinsonville, conveying th/2m 
there in wagons and every conceivable 
vehicle that could be secured. There wizre 
167 from the Ul-fated steamer thateame to 
Memphis, Capt. Cheek defraying the ex- 
penses of all those who did not have fun ds, 


The passengers and crew lost all their | 


clothing and effects, and some made their 
escape to the shore from the burn. n 
steamer en dishabille, but were provicie 
with clothes by the kind citizens of Ccm- 


merce. 

Three of the colored cabin crew v-ho 
were rescued from the water died after- 
ward. Their names appear in the list 
already given, The water being very cc ld, 
it benumbed the limbs of those who 
jumped overboard, and to this is attributied 
the greatest loss of life. 

BRAVE OFFICERS. 

_All speak in the highest terms of ‘the 
coolnees and bravery displayed by the cffis 
cers, the ocaptain, clerks, pilots and erigi- 
neers. All remained at their posts until the 
last, and it was through their efforts and 
courage that all the lady passengers were 
safely taken ashore. 

Mr. John Woods Harris, who was a 
assenger, jumese from the stage plank 
efore ithad been lowered and was in‘er- 


pally injured. Mrs. Dr. Harris of Laconia 


also sustained a sprained ankle by falling 
from a cotton bale in descending from the

A PASSENGER’S STORY. 

Col. J. M. Hunter of Louisville, who wag 
a passenger on the ill-fated Kate Adams 
gives a thrilling account of his experience 
on board the steamer. Whenthe alarm was 
given he was at breakfast, and hastily re- 
paired to his stateroom to save his effects. 
By the time he had secured his valise, he 
found escape by way of the bow cut off by 
the flames, which spread with lightning- 
like rapidity. He saw ata glance that it 
was to be death or swim; so de disrobed 
himself, secured a life-preserver, and jumped 
overboard, and after a struggie in the water 
of ten minutes, succeeded in peaching the 
shore. He had nothing on but his unaer- 
clothes, and secured clothing from those on 
shore. Col. Hunter says that while he was 
in the rear cabin he saw a eolored woman 
throw her three children into the river, and 
then jump in her herself. The four were 
drowned. 

RESCUED BY A NEGRO. 

Mrs. Fields, one of the lady passengers, 
said toan Associated Press reporter that 
she tried to jump ashore, but,failed and 
fell to the lower deck. A negro man, who 
was close behind her, like her failed to 
reach the shore. The negro gathered her 
in his arms and carried her to the bank, and 
thus saved her from being burned to death, 
as she was unable to move. Mrs. Fields is 
positive that W. A. Covington, a planter of 

osedale, Miss., perished in the flames. 

It is reported a negro murderer, who was 
being brought back for trial, perished. He 
was hanacuffed, and the officer in charge 
made his escape, but left the negro in bis 
helpless condition. He was burned to 
death. 

FIFTY VICTIMS. 

There was great excitement in Memphis 
when the first news of the disaster was re- 
ceived here. It came about noon in the 
shape of a private telegram from Robinson- 
ville, and said that 150 lives had been lost, 
Later accounts were more reassuring. It is

A Rough Passage from Seattle to 
San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Dec. 23.—[Bv the As- 
sociated Press.} The ship Margaret, 23 
days from Seattle with coal, reports that on 
December 4th a heavy southeast gale was 
encountered, which lasted for 14 hours. 
The sea ran high, and an ugly cross-sea 
was on from the west-northwest. On the 
5th the gale shifted to the northwest, and 
before noon the wind died away, and left 
the ship helpless on the rough sea. ‘The 
waves broke over the boat and stern, filling 
the deck and cabin. The rudder-head was 
twisted, and two seamen at the wheel were 
thrown against the railing and badly in- 
jured.

A Dynamite Magazine Blows 
| Causing terrible Havec. 

WHEELING (W. Va.), Dec. 23.—| By the 
Associated Press.| This afternoon a dyna- 
mite magazine at Mt. Pleasant, O., ex- 
ploded, wrecking windows and injuring 
buildings. ‘The shock was felt and the re- 
port heard here and all around. It 1s re- 
ported that severai persons were killed.

There were in the magazine 210 kegs of 
powder and 10 cases of dynamite. A 11-

badly injured. Nearly every house within 
a mile was blown to pieces, and those 
further away were damaged.

Barbara is all right. It gives the visitor

But for 
the business man who has to leaye Santa 
Barbara for Los Angeles, we hope that the 
Southern Pacifie folks will see their Way 
clear to making the desired change.

The area of low barometer has snoved 
yay to unknown regions in the viewless 


fie} ds of air, and the downpour of rain has 


ecased, (The sun shines forth once more, 
the grass and trees are bright in vernal 
hues and the littie ponds at the corners of 
the streets are siowly drying up and disap- 
pearing from view. 4 ‘hete is still enough 


, Muck and yoire left to cause the fair pedes- 


trians to display their agility in skipping 
thie gutter, but they will be out today in 
crowds all the same, and the dealers in 
holiday goods will do an immense business, 
lt is !ucky for them that the rain stopped 
when it did, but it was great fun in a Cer- 
tain way while it lasted, 

‘Lake for instance the little lake at the 
corner of Spring and First streets. There 
isa “cateh-basin” there, designed by the 
worthy old gentleman whe is how get- 
ting through with the City Surveyor’s office, 
It is a daisy basin, the only detect visible 
being that it don’t cateh. It washed first- 
rate when it began to sprinkle, but when 
the rain got wet the basin yot full, and.a 
beautiful little pond, in sbape iike to the 
crescent moon, set off the attractions ot the 
Vienna bakery and ran around the corner 
up First street. It covered the street-car 
track, and was at the «rossing some 12 feet 
wide and of uncertain depths. 

As this cornef has more travel pass it 
than any otherin the city, it showed forth 
the beauties of Los Angeles? system of 
street improvements in vivid style. Some 
planks were laid across by some ameteut 
engineer in the sem! blanee of a pontoon 
bridge. Unlike pontoon bridges howeve-, 
it had a draw to it, the plank spanning th: 
horse-ear track being used as that essential 
part of the structure. 

When the rain was pouring and the little 
lake overtiowed its banks and ran over the 
sidewalk quite agroup of men, boys and 
hoodlums gathered and watched the passage 
of the Rubicon by the citizens pote tg 
home. As some portly merchant made the 
perilous trip he woult be watched with 
breathless interest, and bets of the beer 


would be loudly wavered that he would 
take a header into the depths below. These 
headers were seldom.taken, but when occa- 
sionally a passer would make a misstep and 


goinankie-deep a shrill yell of delight 
would be heard from the gang. Vet namés 
and shouts of encouragement *woulit” tili the 
air as the victim splashed across, and 
stamped the water out ot his shoes on the 
Nadeau sidewalk. 

Then a borse car was seen coming with 
its too little mules, avd a broad grin was 
alruost audible as the crowd “waited for 
ae circus,’ When the mules got te the 
draw-bridge they stopped and looked down 
at the plank as if. they wished it were 
soaked enough to eat. The driver, stimu- 
Jated oy the exhertations of the conductor. 
waded out threugh the water, lifted up the 

raw-bridce and chucked itin shore with 
an objurgation on those who had blocked 
up his track, The little mules then pulled 
the car ahead til! the hind platform was 
just past the rest of the pontoon, when the 
conductor took his turn at splashing about 
while he lifted » fat woman over on to the 
BS and hasti'y drove ahead, leaving 
standin: there like Crusoe alone 
on his island. The draw-bridge was 
Up, and she could not rae) 
abead, so she bacl:ed carefully off the plank 
to the shore, when strong arms grasped her 
a header. The 
crawbridge was replaced, but she was too 
wise to eSsay the passage twice, and mak- 
ing a wide detour, wes presentiy seen 
threading the mud over by the Bonebrake 
bank. And sothe fun went on. It only 
lacked a Couucilman’s falling in to make it 


complete, 


This corner of Spring and First streets, 
being the most prominent, is the most easily 
described, but similar places cam? into sim- 
ilar disrepuiable prominence all over the 
city during the rainst.;2. At the corner 
of Spring and Fifta str-ets an even larger 

existed, ani remains to this 
hour. ‘The water stands ther: simply be- 
cause it has nv outiet, and iliustrates with 
beautiful simplicity that the laws of grav- 
itation and inertia cannot be overturned by 
all the ‘‘officiai grades’ and short-sighted 
engineering ever rushed through a city 
council, 

At th: junction of.Main- and Spring 
streets are more little Jakes retlecting in 
their silvery bosoms the sheen of the eter- 
naistars. There are none now at Spring 
and Ninth streets, but it is not the fault of 
the authorities. There is here a six-inch 
pipe to carry the water across Ninth street. 
Chis answers admirably in the dry season, 
when stray frogs find ita coo! and pleasant 
retreat, but itis no good whenitrains, It 
don’t carry water enough. The dammed- 
up torrent of the late storm bothered pedes- 
trians greatly till it tound « natural and 
easy outlet, and leaping downward in 
the big cascades now calmly reposes in 

1¢ big cellar being dug on the corner. It 

relief—to Ninth street, not to 
ing man. 

Just so at Seventh and Grand avenue. 
Here the raging waters refused, in con- 
tempt, to run across a little box cuivert and 
down a 2x1 grating, and poured, instead, 
into the great ceilarof the new engine- 
house of the cable company. It is some six 
or eight feet deep, and will be great fun for 
the contractor to pump out. lit is Just as 
well for a contractor to get stuck once ina 
whiie, as wellas for the public to be eter- 
maliy left. 

Ai Sixth and Olive and at Sixth and Hill 
Streets more little two-penny pipes have. 
been put under the pew pavement just laid 
by George Pennie. Of course they would 
not carry the water, even if they did not 
get choked up five minutes after the bar- 
ometer begins to fall. Pennie knew better, 
but the engineers did not, and, as a con- 
sequence, Olive street and Hull next the 
park look a good deal like the Dismal 

These are some of the places in the heart 
of town where the rain has not proved an 
untuitigated boon. These are all of them 
(excepting at Seventh and Grand) on 
hewly-paved streets, laid out with delibera- 
tion by the powers that be. ft the results 
be such as these. it would be obviously bet- 
ter not to deliberate at all, but to let the 

utractors hurry abead, make what they 
can, and take the chances of their knowing 
something about their business, 

from the business streets, 
Outskirts of the city, the situation is 
unspeakable, Greai embankments have 
been made, without a thought of 
aculvert underthem. The engineers don’t 
‘Know any better, the Street Superintendent 
don’t think of it, and the contractor don’t 
care a tinker’s dam as long as be hauis in 
They are put in 
during the summer time, and Water is the 
Jast thing considered. 

The resuit is that when the rains come 
ponds are tormed, private property is over- 
tlowed, and damage suits arise. Or the enm- 
bankment is gradually washed. away, and 
the work is ready for another contractor to 
do over again. An exaniple of this kind of 
work is at Temple and Flower streets, 
where building lots of some value are now 
totally sub: nerged, Another case is at Mo- 
zart and Chestnut streets, East Los Ange- 
Jes. Mozart street has just been graded, 
aud Chestnu: street is nearly finished. ‘The 
neighborhood is inhabited by poor families, 
and so well have they been protected by the 
contractors aud officials that some of them 
are actually drowned out. Dr. Koeberle, to 
visit a patient in that neighborhood, bad to 
wade in water nearly to bis waist. Such 
pao are common in this city, and loom up 

utiful and high above the storm.

diea formed in it, three feet wide and as 
long as the ditch. Better that the rains

iments for them and drain out the mudholes 
they leave behind. The City Surveyor puts 
down little grade pegs when required, and 
bothers no moré avout-the matter. Whether 
the contractors get down to subgrade, wheth- 
er they use half the material called for by 
their contracts or only a quarter, whether 
the top grades give pitch enough for a good 
gutter, whether there-is any way for the 
water to run off afterit has run on except 
by hiling up the neighbors’ cellars--these 
things are only known to the contractors 
and theic God. . The people pay the bills, 

As for honorable Council,-it concerns 
itself. chiefly with keeping the ‘forces of in- 
spectors under the Superintendent of 
Streets too smal! and inefficient to properly 
look after the street work as it progresses, 
After itis done he drives through it ina 
buezy and walks back between the curbs 
and accepts it, as in the case ot Eighth 
street, for instance.
